Alone of all the slates, Pennsyl­ 
vania does not require that counties s h a r e the relief burden. The 
mileage of slate-owned h i g h w a y s is far -/realer here than in any 
other. School costs ure more centralized; the new budget calls 
for the state to meet a full 40 per cent of all public education 
expenses. 
Naturally, if the stale curries so h-uvy a part of the load, 
state taxes must be correspondingly large, 
I his is the reason 
why, when state taxes alone are considered, Pennsylvania often 
appears in an unfavorable light by comparison with other states. 
But most county, city, borough and township taxes here are low, 
and they bring the total tax cost in Pennsylvania back into line. 
The manner in which Pennsylvania assesses her taxes— her 
so-called “tax base"— is another question. Mere, for better or 
worse, Pennsylvania is committed to two practices which few 
other states copy. I he proposed new taxes ut Harrisburg further 
heighten a contrast already the source of considerable alarm to 
many in the stute.
